They have congregational singing in its 
fullness,; Lhe people, all over the church, 
take just as full a part in the singing as in 
the responses. The effect is most delight- 
ful. If there is any thing like a choir in 
the parish churches where I have attended, 
it was so mixed up in its voices with the 
voice of the whole congregation, that it was 
not perceptible as a separate ingredient. 
The organ was used, as it should be, not to 
draw attention to itself, but so to support 
and guide the singing of the people, that, 


like a faithful preacher standing behind his 


subject, 2 should be unobserved in its effect. 
To enable the people thus to sing, simple, 
familiar tunes, currently used, are chosen. 

There is no looking after novelty, or 


mere musical entertainment. How inspir-- 


ing the result! what an immense difference 
between the animation and sympathy, the 
feeling of real social worship, the conscious- 
ness of an actual union of a thousand peo- 
ple in praising God, and the coldness, and 
dryness, and stiffness, and isolation, and the 
the feeling of unreality and emptiness, as a 
matter of worship, in a congregation stand- 

ing up for some ten minutes to hear a few 
Singers, perched in a distant gallery, execute, 
by aid of an organ, some pieces of music, 
selected, not to encourage the people to sing, 
but often with a view to keep all the sing- 
ing to the choir! The only wonder is that 
any people can tolerate the latter and call 
It public worship ; that its proxy coldness is 
not valued at its just price, as readily as 
would be the case should we request the 
choir to do all the responding in the Liturgy 
for the rest of the congregation. 

I have particularly noticed that in no 
church that I have been in, has there been 
the least voluntary on the organ between 
the verses. + Somehow the English find 
they can go on from verse to verse, without 
exhaustion of breath, and without those 
wearisome breathing spaces which our or- 
ganists give us; so fatiguing the le

THE WEDDING RING FINGER. — 


This is the fourth finger on the left hand. 
Why this particular digit should have re- 


yond all its congeners, both in Pagan and 
Christian times, has been variously inter- 
preted. The:most common explanation is, 
according to Sir Thomas Browne, “ pre- 
suming therein that a particular vessel, 
nerve, vein, or artery, is conferred thereto 
from the heart ;” which direct vascular com- 
munication Browne shows to be anatomi- 
cally incorrect. Macrobius gives another 
reason, which may, perhaps, satisfy those 
anatomists who are not satisfied with the 
above. “ Pollex,” he. says, thumb 
(whose derivative polleo, and from its Greek 
equivalent anticheir, which means ‘as good 
as a hand’) is too busy to be set apart for 
any such special employment ; the next fin- 
ger to the thumb being but half protected 
on that side, besides having other work to 
do, is also ineligible; the opprobrium at- 
taching to the middle finger, called medicus, 
puts it entirely out of the question ; and as 
the little finger stands exposed, and is more- 
over too puny to enter the lists in such a 
contest, the spousal honors devolve naturally 
on pronubus, the wedding-finger.” In the 
British Apollo, 1788, it is urged that the 
fourth finger was‘chosen from its being not 
only less used than either of the rest, but 
more ‘capable of preserving a ring from 
bruises ; having this one quality peculiar to 
itself, that it cannot be extended but in coin- 
pany with some other finger, whereas the 
rest may be stretched out to their full length 
and straightness. 


Washington Irving and Matilda Heffman. 


It was while engaged in writing his “ His- 
tory of New York,” that Irving, then a 
young man of twenty-six, was called to 
mourn the somewhat sudden death of Ma- 
tilda Hoffman, whom he had hoped to call 
his wife. This young lady was the second 
daughter of Josiah Ogden Hoffman, and the 
sister of those two talented men, Charles 
Fenno Hoffman, the poet, and Ogden Hoff- 
man, the eloquent jurist. In her father’s

Nothing was thought of it 
at first; but she grew rapidly worse, and | 
fell into a consumption. I cannot tell you 
what Isuffered. . . . . Isawher fade 
rapidly away; beautiful and more beauti- 
ful, and more angelic to the very last. I 
was often by her, bedside; and in her wan- 

ering state of mind, she would talk to me 
with a sweet, natural, and affecting  elo- 
quence, that was overpowing. I saw more 
of the beauty of her mind in that delirious 
state than I had ever known before. Her 
malady was rapid in its career, and hurried 
her off in two months. Her dying strug- 
gles were painful and protracted. For three 
days and nights I did not leave the house, 
and scarcely slept. I was by her when she 
died ; all the family were assembled round 
her, some praying, others weeping, for she 
was adored by themall. I was the last one 
she looked upon. . . .- I cannot tell 
you what a horrid state of mind I was in for 
along time. I seemed to care for nothing ; 
the world was a blank to me. I abandoned 
all thoughts of the law. I went into the 
country, but could not bear solitude, yet could 
not enjoy society. ‘There was a dismal hor- 
ror continually -in my mind, that made me 
fear to be alone. I had often to get up in 
the night, and seek the bed-room of my 
brother, as if the having a human being by 
me would relieve me from the frightful 
gloom of my own thoughts. Months elapsed 
before my mind would resume any tone; 
but the despondency I had suffered for a 
long time, in the course of this attachment, 
and the anguish that attended its catastrophe, 
seemed to give a turn to my whole charac- 
ter, and throw some clouds into my disposi- 
tion, which have ever since hung about 
it. . I seemed to drift about 
without aim or object, at the mercy of every 
breeze; my heart wanted anchorage, I was 
naturally susceptible, and tried to form other 
attachments, but my heart would not hold 
on; it would continually recur to what it 
had lost ; and whenever there was a pause 


would sink into dismal dejection. For years 
I could not talk on the subject of this hope- 
less regret; I could not even mention her 
name ; but her image was continually be- 
fore me, and I dreamt of her incessantly.” |

Nobody knew her so 
well as I, for she was. generally timid and 
silent; but I, in a manner, studied her ex- 
cellence. Never did I meet with more in- 
tuitive rectitude of mind, more native deli- 
cacy, exquisite propriety in word, thought 
and action, than in this young creature. I 
am not exazgerating; what I say was ac-, 
knowledged by all that knew her. Her 
brilliant little sister used to say that people 
began by admiring her, but ended by loving 
Matilda. For my part, 1 idolized her. I 
felt at times rebuked by her superior. deli-.

In the Shetland Islands it is said that 
crabs and lobsters abound, which the people 
catch for the London market, but refuse to 
eat even when half starved. 

Eels, which are abundant and of good 
quality in Cumberland and Westmoreland, 
and also in Scotland, are regarded by the 
people there with as much disgust as snakes. 

‘Scallops, which are reckoned a dainty in 
Ireland, are hardly ever eaten in England ; 
and although they are abundant on many of 
the coasts, few of the English have any 
idea that they are eatable. 

Cockchafers are candied, and served up 
with other confectionery by the Italians. 

The hedge-hog no one thinks of eating in 
England except the gypsies, and some who 
have joined them, and who report that it is

Epitor Pacrric:—lIn your last issue, 
you announced the organization of a Con- 
gregational Methodist church at Petaluma. 
J do not know what particular circumstan- 
ces of that locality called for such a move- 
ment. But I had just been reading an ar- 
ticle in the Biblotheea Sacra for April, in 
which Dr. Whedon of the Methodist Quar- 
terly Review, gives an account of Methodist 
Doctrines. It appears from that article, 
what indeed is well known by all readers 
of comparative theology, that the differen- 
ces between Methodism and new school 
Calvinism, are hardly sufficient to justify 
the forming of a new denomination. Will 


“you allow me to mention some of those 


points of supposed difference and then ask 
whether the movement alluded to is wise; 
best for the cause of Christ? 

Calvinism and Wesleyanism are farthest 
asunder, it is generally understood, on the 
doctrine of the Divine Purposes. , But how 
far apart may be seen from these two state- 
ments appearing in the same number of the 
Andover Quarterly, the one from a repre- 
sentative Wesleyan and the other from a 
representative new school Calvinist. Dr. 


Whedon says: “The utmost doctrine of | 


Free-will dog not require us to deny that 
there is some one way and no other in 
which all volitions will be put forth.” - They 
“ will be put forth in some one way and no 
other.” That is to say, they are certain. 
Again, “this one infinite series of volitions, 
put forth with full power otherwise, is per- 
fectly foreknown by God.” Now what is 
the doctrine of Divive Purposes, according 
to the Calvinistic writer, Mr. Fiske? 
“ God from eternity purposed so to consti- 
tute and govern the universe as to make it 


‘ certain that all events would take place pre- | 


cisely as they do take place.” Now obvi- 
ously it requires only to add to what Dr. 
Whedon has written, the fact that God con- 
stituted and governs the universe, which 
fact of course, all admit, and the Methodist 
statement surely has all the essential diffi- 
culties of the Calvinistic statement. The 
‘one says, all the acts of men are from eter- 
nity, certain, and yet free, God having pur- 
posed that they should be so. The other 
says: all the acts of men are free and yet 
certain and foreknown, we know not how. 

It is supposed also by some that the 
Methodist doctrine of Free-will is greatly 
more liberal than the Calvinistic. Very 
far from it. The new school view is 
that men have, even in their fallen estate, 
and will have forever, even though finally 
lost, the full natural power to do all that 
God commands them to do. The Metho- 
dist doctrine is, that man is since the fall, no 
longer able “ to do that which is pleasing in 
the sight of God,” except for a “ gracious 


ability ” bestowed in the Redemption. The. 


Calvinistic theory not only allows, then, 
this full and common natural ability, but 


adds the common and the special aids of 


the Spirit, who is sent into the world by 
Christ. 

Once more, it is imagined that the Meth- 
odist doctrine preaches a freer Gospel. It 
is only an imagination. That Christ died 
for all men and that nothing but the sin- 
ner’s own unrepentant will hinders his sal- 
vation, is a cardinal tenet of our creeds and 
our preaching. 

For fear of wearying the patience of 
your readers, I forbear now to draw the 
parallel farther. Enough has been said to 
show that as far as doctrine is concerned, 
there is no sufficient reason why two 
churches, having a congregational polity, 
should exist in our smaller towns. This is 
the more especially manifest from the fact 
that Methodist Christians are freely admit- 
ted to Congregational churches, by letter 
and by profession. It is more and more the 
understanding also, that, however needful a 
creed may be for the sake of order, and as 
indicating the general consent of the broth- 
erhood, it shall not be used ever as a bar- 
rier to the admission of any real disciple of 
Christ. 

Even at the East, where the churches 
are not so weak as here, and where. the 
number of laborers is. large, it strikes us 
that the course of the church, organized in 
1858, in Brooklyn, N. Y., as the “ First 
Congregational Methodist Church,” has 

_ been wiser than of those thirty or more 
churches who a few months ago affiliated in 
this new Congregational Methodist Confer- 
ence. After trying it awhile, that church, 
in January, of last year, unanimously re- 
solved “ to be known hereafter as the State 
Street Congregational Church.” Both of its 
previous ministers had meanwhile left and 
become pastors of Congregational churches. 
Its new minister, Rev. Newton Heston, 
though evidently an ardent Methodist, ex- 
cept in the point of polity, has just thrown 
himself heartily in with it. We think this 
is wiser, even in Brooklyn, than the form- 
ing of a new denomination. But in Peta- 
luma, or in any other California town, the 
casé must be vastly stronger. If brother 
Brier felt himself freer, more consistent, 
and more in the path of duty to work thus 


been better for him to have builded where 
brethren of the same polity had not already 
begun to build. At the same time we have 
been speaking rather about fhe theory of 
the matter than about this particular case. 
For it sometimes happens that the state of 
things in a particular locality may call for a 
course of action which to outsiders may 
seem very unnecessarily and wrongly de- 
cisive.. But surely the theory of the mat- 
ter has been rightly stated, and it does not 
become us, brethren, of any denomination, 
So to conduct our denominational work in 
this State, as that the world may see that, 
however much we may love our particular 
church, we do without doubt, consider not a 
little, the interests of the great Church, 
which is Christ’s, and not ours.

President Lincoln on General Hunter’s 
- Proclamation. 


Last week we published Gen. Hunter’s 
famous emancipation proclamation. It turns 
out that he assumed a responsibility which 
did not belong to him, but to the President 
alone. Setting aside this proclamation the 
President has issued the following manifesto : 


That whereas, there appears in public 
prints what purports to be a proclamation 
of Major General Hunter, and the same is 
producing some excitement and misunder- 
standing : 

Therefore, I, Abraham Lincoln, proclaim 
and declare that the Government of the 
United States had no knowledge or belief 
of the intention on the part of Hunter to 
issue such proclamation; further, neither 
Gen. Hunter nor any other commander has 
been authorized to make proclamations de- 
claring slaves free; and the proclamation 
now in question is altogether void so far as 
respects such declaration. The President 
further makes known that whether it is 
competent for him, as Commander-in-Chief 
of the Army and Navy, to declare slaves 
of any State free, and whether at any time 
it shall become necessary or indispensable 
to the maintenance of the-<Government to ex- 
ercise such supposed power, are questions 
reserved to himself, and which he cannot 
feel justified in leaving to the decision of 
commanders in the field. He earnestly 
urges the people of the slave States to give 
enlarged consideration to the compensation 
emancipation resolution of the 6th of March, 
and says the proposal makes common cause 
of a common object. The changes it con- 
templates would come gently as the dews of 
heaven, not rendering or working any harm. 
He concludes that so much good has not 
been done by one effort in all past time as 
in God’s Providence it is now your privilege 
to do. May the vast future not have to la- 
ment that you negiected it. 


California Bible Society. 
The California Bible Society celebrated 


its anniversary on Sunday evening, May 
25th,in the Powell-street Methodist Church. 

Rev. Albert Williams, its President, open- 
ed the exercises with prayer, and Rev. Mr. 
Buell read abstracts from the Society’s re- 
port showing that it was daily extending its 
labors, through the codperation of the Amer- 
ican Bible Society, which was its parent. 
During the past year it has circulated 8,000 
Bibles and Testaments in various languages. 
Through the agency of Rev. Mr. Rowell 
care was taken to see that every out-going 
ship was well supplied with the Word. For 
Bibles in the Spanish tongue there was an 
increasing demand. One shipmaster who 
visits the Gulf of California several times a 
year, called before every voyage for copies 
of the Scriptures in Spanish, and he repre- 
sents that the Good Book is much sought 
after among those with whom he trades. 
There was never a time presenting more 
need or opportunities for the dissemination 
of the Word. Nearly the whole of Italy 
is open to the labors of the colporteur, and 
even in Russia, Government has given its 
sanction to the issuance of the Scriptures in 
modern Russ—a privilege denied since 1825, 
when the Russian Bible Society was dis- 
banded. The uprising of so many hundreds 
of thousands of our people in defence of the 
country, had called forth increased efforts 
from the American Bible Society, who have 
during the last year alone, distributed 800,- 
000 Bibles and Testaments to the soldiers 
and sailors of the Nation. Dr. Frank Tut- 
hill then made an address. That the Bible 
was the Book of Books as a history of our 
past if not as a prophecy, he believed even 
the greatest of sceptics acknowledged. 
Against its teachings no one found fault. In 
this, it was above improvement. It supplied 
that which no other book gave. Hence, 
while Congress has taxed almost everything, 
in some shape or’other, not even excepting 
benevolent and philanthropic associations, 
the Tax Collector is told that he must not 
go near those societies whose object is the 
spread of the Holy Bible. The study of the 
Bible injured no one; on the contrary its 
knowledge prepared us to discharge joyfully 
our allotted duties and to meet without re- 
pining the tasks imposed. Let it be spread 
broadcast—everywhere. Give it to the
